How to QSL a pirate 

I often heare complaints from listeners that they just cannot get 
QSLs from pirate stations. In my experience, they're among the best 
verifiers, and not just because I'm an "insider"; since Free Radio 
stations run such erratic schedules and low power, they especially 
like to know that they're getting out. However, as a recipe I once 
read for Rabbit Stew said: "first, catch a rabbit". The first step, 
obviously, is to hear a pirate. To which we add: then, send a report. 
Very few stations have ever responded to a "PSE QSL" in the DiaLogs, 
and some have a policy of ingoring such requests. 

Once you hear a pirate, listen very carefully and take copious notes. 
You will particularly want to quote, if possible, one station ID, 
you'll want the announcer's name and some of the program material 
(song titles and the like), and naturally you'll want to catch their 
mailing address. 

When you sit down to make up your report, be casual, not stiff or 
formal. "Dear sir(s):" is not the way to open a report to a pirate. 
"Dear Pirate Joe:", on the other hand, establishes a rapport with 
the Operator. And either print or (preferably) type the report so 
that the Operator doesn't get eyestrain trying to read it. 

Information to include in a complete eport includes (but is not 
limited to): date and time (UTC) , frequency, signal strength (RST or 
SINPO), interference present (QRM), atmospheric noise (QRN) , overall 
readability, and signal quality (is the modulation clear and clean, 
or is it fuzzy or muffled; is there hum on the carrier, etc). Then 
add some personal details: where do you live (name one or two larger 
towns or cities nearby), who are you, what is your equipment (rcvr 
and antenna system), and of course your address. 

Be sure to comment on the program content if you were able to hear 
the signal well. Make suggestions about potentially better frequencys 
or offer to send them some music on tape. Remember too, most stations 
would very much like to receive a tape of their signal so they know 
how well they got out - and some of them will return your tape with a 
copy of the show you heard, if you so request, but be sure to enclose 
additional postage for that. 

Package the whole thing WITH three mint first class stamps. Most 
maildrops (and Operators) would rather you not send SASEs - if the 
station you heard has a different policy, they will announce such. If 
you happen to be in Canada, or elsewhere outside the USA, one dollar 
in US currency OR two or three International Reply Coupons will 
suffice. If the station you heard doesn't give an address, check 
The Directory which is published twice yearly in the December and 
June ACE to see if one is listed. If not, the station cannot be 
reached and probably does not QSL.

Questions and answers 



Why does the Christian Science Monitor need two east coast sites, let alone one with an effective 
radiated power (ERP) of 50 million watts that is effectively blocked by Radio Moscow for the 
entire broadcast? 

We called upon Bob German, an engineer with WSHB, Cypress Creek, South Carolina, for help 
with the fust part of the question. WSHB is one of three shortwave stations operated by Herald 
Broadcasting, a division of the Christian Science Monitor Syndicate (CSMS), Boston. CSMS 

holds the licenses to the 
stations. "If you look 
at the world map, you 
can find certain 
strategic locations in 
the United States that 
offer favorable trans- 
mitting sites for reach- 
ing certain areas of the 
world.

location used by Herald Broadcasting, parts of Africa and Europe are most effectively covered. 
From Cypress Creek, transmitter coverage favors the western and eastern United States and 
South America, depending upon antenna selection. 

"The choice of transmitter sites is based almost entirely on coverage," German continued. 'The 
Voice of America, for example, has a large number of sites. They were not selected because of 
any possible beautiful countryside that may surround them, but to reach an area and to optimize 
coverage. Within an area that offers a suitable transmitting site, a broadcaster may look for 
somewhat swampy land that offers high ground conductivity." 

I thought multiple sites might be selected to control transmitter intermodulation interference 
(intermod). Transmitter intermod signals are generated by radio signals that mix with one 
another within two or more transmitters 1 final amplifiers. Mixing occurs when transmitters are 
close and insufficiently protected. Undesirable intermod signals can interfere with frequencies 
other than those intended for the broadcasts. But intermod is no problem, according to German: 

"Intermod is not a concern. With proper engineering, you can have 10 to 50 transmitters on a 
site. "It is conceivable that a single site might be impractical if the antenna field becomes too 
large. In that situation, lengthy transmission lines required to feed distant antennas might have 
losses so high it would make sense to establish a second transmitting site. But that is not the case 
with the Herald transmitting sites," German concluded. 

Why does the Cypress Creek station use 50 million watts ERP? 

To put it simply, to deliver the signal level engineers calculate is required for desired coverage. 
Although transmitter power is paid for by the hour, antenna gain is paid for mostly during 
construction and a little thereafter for maintenance. 
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Using 500,000-watt transmitters and 20 dB gain antennas ensures WSHB a favorable desired-to- 
undesired received signal ratio in its listening area. In other words, it can elbow competing 
signals out of the way. Remember, no international shortwave broadcast station is protected from 
interference. It is up to the broadcaster to select frequencies, power levels, antenna types and 
operating times that favor reception in its target area. 

"Our objective is to reach as broad an audience with as few transmitter sites as possible to 
maximize our efficiency," said Don Feldheim, the Christian Science Publishing Society's director 
of public affairs. "We feel that we have a good combination." 

The Cypress Creek station's signal is effectively blocked by Radio Moscow, yes? 

In places, perhaps. Within WSHB's target areas, probably not. To fully answer the question 
would require some dates, times and frequencies for analysis. In general, stations whose signals 
on a given frequency interfere with one another at listening posts inside the United States may 
not intend to serve the United States just then. Reception here may be incidental, as far as the 
broadcasters are concerned. 

Instead, the stations may be targeting other areas of the world at that time and on that frequency. 
Within their target areas, one or the other of the stations* signals may be inaudible or so weak that 
it does not cause interference. 

Do you know anyone who listens to them? 

I know two ACE columnists who listen long enough to identify the WSHB signal as one that 
makes it difficult for them to hear pirate broadcast stations. I listen to WSHB and its Maine 
counterpart, WCSN, occasionally .Feldheim said Herald Broadcasting has conducted formal 
research together with the Voice of America and the British Broadcasting Corporation to measure 
its shortwave listenership. Results are being processed. Correspondence offers an indication of 
listenership. "We receive 1,200 to 1,500 letters per month from all over the world," Feldheim 
said. 

The Christian Science Monitor media kit includes descriptions of the Monitor's newspaper, 
magazine, TV and radio services. The radio service description reads: "The World Service of the 
Christian Science Monitor is distributed via our powerful shortwave transmitters 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week and is heard by an estimated audience of more than 9,000,000 in more than 
150 countries around the world." 

By the way, German invites ACE members to visit the Cypress Creek station. "Call when you're 
in the area," he said, "and we can give you directions." If you plan your visit in advance, German 
says to let him know and he will send you a diagram to help you find the station. You can reach 
German at WSHB, RL 2, P.O Box 107 A, Pineland, SC 29934; 803-625-4880. Visiting hours are 
not limited, according to German. "We're manned 24 hours a day." 

When I heard the Monitor broadcast 'Technical Letter Box," at 1 ajn. CST Dec. 5 on a 9 MHz 
band frequency, the program's guests were the three shortwave station managers. The third 
station is KHBI, Saipan, Northern Mariana Islands. All three issued invited visitors. The stations 
apparently are so remote that their locations limit the number of visitors, so the welcome mat is 
out for all comers.

Don also reports five-letter CW groups on 14374 
at 1209 using the ANDUWRIGMT cut numbers system for 1 through 0. Thanks for the great sup- 
port, Don — and he ain't even an ACE member, folks! 

I wish I had a dog as loyal as George Zeller. He always shares his loggings. Case in point: 
he noted "Kilo Papa Alpha Two" on 7445.6 on November 27 at 2315. This was 600 Hz higher 
than their usual frequency; they were back on 7445 even subsequent days. George wonders if this 
"offset" could have some meaning. Quite possibly, George. George also notes that he often hears a 
FDM-like "buzzing" on frequiencies such as 7445 and 6840 between numbers and other mystery 
transmissions.

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CLANDESTINE PROFILE by George Zeller

LA VOZ DE LA FUNDACION (VIA RADIO CLARIN ) 

Last month we reported that a new clandestine station has emerged VIA a nightly relay over a new 
9950 KHz frequency of the licensed broadcaster Radio Clarin in the Dominican Republic. The station 
continues its regular activity. Several DX sources, including A*C*E member Bob Ross of Ontario, 
have concluded that the actual ID of this new program is "La Voz de la Fundacion." Bob heard them 
frequently, including a log on November 28 with a very good 9950 KHz signal. Bob, your editor, and 
others heard this on several additional evenings. The clandestine program ends around 0200 UTC, with 
relays of Radio Clarin and occasional other Dominican Republic medium wave stations aired before 
^JL"?' thC anti - Castro clandestine broadcast. The English translation of the station identification 
? ,CC u Foundation." This is consistent with Gerry Dexter's information in the November 
A*C*E that the program is produced by the Cuban American National Foundation. Does anyone 
(Gerry-hint!) have an address for this foundation? 

EL SALVADOR CLANDESTINE ACTIVITY 

The continuing civil war in El Salvador is still producing a lot of fascinating listening on the 6 MHz 
bands. As I write this column in late December, it appears that Radio Venceremos and Radio Farabundo 
Marti continue to broadcast temporarily merged programming with "Radio Venceremos" identifications. 
We have a flood of member loggings this month. Sometimes the FMLN clandestines are in the clear 
on fixed frequencies, but usually they jump around frequently during the broadcast to avoid their 
jammers. 

Rich D'Angelo of Pennsylvania heard Radio Farabundo Marti on November 18 on 6833 KHz from 
0157-0334 UTC with anti-El Salvador programming and musical bridges of "Yellow Submarine!" The 
next day on November 19, the program on 6850 KHz from 0128-0156 UTC ID'ed as Radio Venceremos 
with similar programming, patriotic songs, and mentions of the New York Times and the Washington 
Post. Later that evening on 6856 KHz from 0345-0416 UTC, more of the same was heard by Rich 
with "Esta es Radio Venceremos" identifications. These frequencies were stable, but the transmissions 
were subject to buzz jamming. (This buzz jamming was an unusual format; usually the jammers use 
music and/or "black" regular programming). 

On the other hand, Holmes Green Jr. of Texas noted Radio Venceremos on November 16 with a 
marathon show, jumping between 6325 and 6355 KHz at 0145-0511 UTC. On the same evening he 
noted them on 6711 KHz and 6834 KHz between the 0035-0511 UTC period. Sometimes "these 
frequencies seemed to be in parallel, but at other times they were not. One of the transmitters, perhaps 
the 6834 KHz one with at least one ID of "Radio Radiodifusion Revolucionario de El Salvador," might 
ool? ^ 3 !' black " J ammer - A1 *o, once La Voz del CID made its nightly move down to 6305 KHz from 
ZJZl'J KHz ,n the late ev enmg, it provided QRM at times to Venceremos. Holmes noted dead carrier, 
v I ^ j ammme QRM at time s during the cat-and-mouse frequency jumping. Holmes speculates 
that there may be CIA involvement in this jamming, and he is probably correct. 

nf^^ ° f ° ntario also follow ed this fascinating frequency jumping on November 26. Between 
UU^-0222+ UTC, Venceremos jumped frequencies at least 8 times, using combinations of 6340, 6345 
and 6348 KHz. Its jammer followed up and down after all of these jumps. 

II 6 ^ Vencere *ios virtually daily on both 6350v KHz (the old Venceremos transmitter) and 6750v 
KHz (the old Farabundo Marti transmitter). Usually the stations jump around in frequency, and they 
often are harrassed by the "black" jammer. Sometimes the stations jump around even though there 
is no audihle jamming present. At other times, they seem to stay on fixed frequencies for extended 
periods. This entertaining clandestine fare is well worth checking out! 

The December 3 issue of the Cleveland Plain Dealer had a very interesting article on media 
psychological warfare in the El Salvador civil war. Ellen Calmus, a freelance reporter who has recently 
spent considerable time in El Salvador, suggested that the regular licensed media (radio, TV, and 
newspapers) have obviously been severely censored recently by the El Salvador government. TV shows 
on the National Network" have aired cheery documentaries during fierce urban battles. Radio and 
newspapers have announced that "everything is under control" even at times when things were clearly 
out of hand. This continual pattern has significantly damaged the credibility of legitimate media in 
El Salvador. Let me quote one paragraph from Ms. Calmus' report: 

'^u^^u^ n0t P reviousl y done so were, in their desperate search for information, tuning 
in the FMLNs Radio Venceremos" broadcasts. Meanwhile, San Salvador's Archbishop Rivera y Damas 
protested the hlackout of the Catholic church's radio station, which in recent years has been a channel 
ot humanitarian assistance during times of national crisis." 

Your editor's speculation on the FMLN's "unsuccessful" military offensive last month was obviously 
premature. Both the FMLN and the El Salvador government obviously have suffered recently both 
politically and militarily. Stay tuned, both to this column and to 6 MHz! 
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BOB ROSS REPORTS AND QSL'S FROM LICENSED CLANDESTINE RELAYS 



Bob Ross checks in with an interesting log of "Radio Libertas," a Croatian clandestine program relayed 
VIA the easily heard WHRI in Indiana. He heard Croatian and English language programming on 11790 
KHz on November 25 from 1635-1658* UTC. March and instrumental music, anti- Yugoslavian 
government commentary, and a discussion of a Croatian demonstration being held in Toronto were 
heard. Bob already has received a QSL for this program from the Croatian Committee for Human 
Rights, 1174 Clarkson Road, Mississagua, Ontario L5J 2W2, Canada. (Mississagua, a suburb of Toronto, 
hosted the 1987 ANARC convention). Bob also got a partial data QSL letter from Radio Impacto in 
Costa Rica. While this is a licensed broadcaster, it obviously has links to the CIA, and it regularly 
carries anti-Nicaragua and anti-Panama clandestine shows. Bob also got a pennant and postcard from 
verification signer Hector Requena, Asesor General, for $1,00 US return postage. Bob reported on 
their 5044 KHz "alternate" frequency that they have used about half of the time in recent months, 
but they QSL'ed their traditional (and still sometimes used) 5030 KHz frequency. 

REVIEW OF SOLEY/NICHOLS CLANDESTINE BOOK 

Mark Pierce of California forwards a copy of a book review of Clandestine Radio Broadcasting : A 
Study, of Revolutionary and Count errevolut i onarv Electronic Communication, by Lawrence C. Soley 
and John S. Nichols. This 1986 book, published by Praeger in New York, lists at a whopping $47.95 
for a hardbound copy. The review, by Donald R. Browne of the University of Minnesota, is in the 
Summer 1988 issue of the Journal of Communications . Browne says that the book is worth its stiff 
price. I will try to list more details in upcoming months when column space is available. 

PIRATES vs. CLANDESTINES 

Mike Hardester of Okinawa (that's rightJ) checks in with interesting commentary on issues of defining 
clandestines and pirates that were raised in this column during August. Mike concludes that in his view, 
Free Radio One is a clandestine station and not a pirate, since it is political (with religious overtones), 
and since it is therefore not a "fun" or "hobby" pirate. Mike has an interesting argument, which I again 
hope to expand on later in 1990 when we have more column space.

A VERY interesting numbers intercept last night on 8110 kHz. Here's 
what happened: 



Was tuning the dial and found Latin music (S9+10-20 strong) on 8110 
kHz. It ended abruptly about 15 seconds later, along with the carrier 
dropping. 

I thought "How weird to find music on 8110." Excellent sound quality! 
That was at 0530 UTC. On a hunch I decided to sit on the frequency - 
and was I glad I did! At 0543 the carrier came back up, and at 0545 
"Atencion" was announced. The carrier continued, but nothing else 
was said.
